It is hereby enacted, that from and after the 
passing of this Act emigration to Mauritius may 
lawfully take place under the provisions of the 
Act No. XV. of 1842, from the Port of Madras 
as well as from the Port of Calcutta. 

And it is enacted, that it shall be competent to 
the Governor in Council of Fort St George to 
nominate a proper person to act as Protector of 
emigrants at Madras, and that no Emigrant shall 
be permitted to embark without a Certificate from 
the Agent appointed by the Goverument of Mauri- 
tius, countersigned by the Protector, to the effect 
that such person has been engaged by him as an 
kemigrant to that Island on the patt of the said 
Government.

I. It is hereby enacted, that such parts of the 
Regulations of the Bengal Code as establish tri- 
bunals and prescribe rules of procedure for inve- 
stigations regarding the liability to assessment of 
laude gained from the seu or from rivers by alluvion 
or dereliction, or regaiding the nght of Govern- 
ment to the ownership thereof, shall from the date 
of the passing of this Act cease to have effect with- 
wn the Provinces of Bengal, Behar and Orissa; and 
that all eubh investigations pending before the Col- 
lectors and Deputy Collectors in the said Provia- 
ces at the said date, shall forthwith be discontinu- 
ed; aud that no measures shall hereafter be taken 
for the assessment of such lands, or for the ascer- 
ton of the right of Government to the owner- 
ship thereof, efcept under the provisions of this 
Act.

And it is hereby enacted, that whenever 
on inspection of any such new map it shall appear 
ro the Local Revenue Authorities that an island 
has been thrown up in a large and navigable 
river liable to be taken possession of by Govern- 
ment under Clause Third, Section 4, Regulation 
XI. 1825, of the Bengal Cade, the sad Local 
Revenue Authorities shall take immediate posses- 
sion of the same for Government and shall assess 
and settle the land according to the rules in force in 
that behalf, reporting® their proceedings forthwith 
for the approval of the Sudder Board of Revenue, 
whose orders thereupon in regard to the assess- 
ment shall be final. Provided however that any 
party aggrieved by the act of the Revenue Au- 
thorities in taking possession of any island as afore- 
said shall be at liberty to contest the same by a 
regular suit in the Civil Court.

I have the honor to state, that the Soane Troop 
Boat in tow of the Nurbudda Steamer, arrived 
here on the evening of 16th instant; on the [7th 
and 18th, I landed the Cargo, and find the whole 
(without exception) more or less damaged. 


It appears the Vessel struck on a piece of 
angular rock at Monghyr; but no shock was felt 
at the time, nor notice taken, till the Vessel had 
taken in so much water, that she was sinking, 
deeply, and before the goods cotld be got at, 
although part of the deck was cut away to faci- 
litate sucb, the water had flowed over the bulk 
heads.

An Act regarding the Assessment of Lands gained 
from the Sea or from Rivers by alluvion or derelte- 
tion within the Provinces of Bengal, Bihar and 
Orissa. 


I. [tis hereby enacted, that such parts of the 
Regulations of the Bengal Code as establish tr- 
bunals and prescribe rules of procedure for inve- 
stigations regarding the hability to assessment of 
lands gained from the sea or from rivers by alluvion 
or dereliction, or regarding the right of Govern- 
ment to the ownership thereof, shall from the date 
of the passing of this Act cease to have effect with- 
in the Provinces of Bengal, Behar and Oussa;: and 
that all such investigations pending before the Col- 
lectors and Deputy Collectors in the sad Provin- 
ces at the said date, shall forthwith be discontinu- 
ed; and that no measures shall hereafter be taken 
for the assessment of such lands, or for the as-er- 
tion of the nmght of Government to the owner- 
ship thereof, except under the provisions of this 
Act. 


Il. And it is hereby enacted, that the expres- 
sion * Province of Orissa” in this Act shall be 
taken to mean only so much of the Province of 
Orissa as is subject to the Government of Bengal. 


Iil, And it is hereby enacted, that within the 
said Provinces it shall be lawful for the Govern- 
ment of Bengal in all districts or parts of districts 
of which a revenue survey may have been or may 
hereafter be completed and approved by Govern- 
ment, to direct fiom time to time, whenever ten 
years from the approval of any such survey shall 
have expired, a new survey of lands on the banks 
of rivers and on the shores of the sea, in order to 
ascertain the changes that may have taken place 
since the date of the last previous survey, and to 
cause new maps to be made according to such new 
survey. 


IV. Aad it is hereby enacted, that the approval 
of the revenue surveys of the following dis- 
tricts and parts of districts shall be deemed to 
have taken place on the undermentioned days, viz.

whole Sudder Jumma of the Estate as bears to the 
whole the same proportion as the Mofussil Jumma 
of the land lost bears to the Mofussil Jumma. of 
the whole Estate ; but if the Mofussil Jumma of 
the whole Estate or of the land lost cannot be ae- 
certained to the satisfaction of the Local Revenue 
Authorities, then the said Local Revenue Autho- 
rities shall make a deduction from the Sudder 
Jumma of the Estate equal to so much of the 
whole Sudder Jumma of the Estate as bears to the 
whole the same proportion as the land lost beara 
to the whole Estate. And this deduction with the 
reasons thereof shall be forthwith reported by the 
Local Revenue Authorities for the internation and 
orders of the Sudder Board of Revenue, whose 
orders thereupon shall be final. . 


Vl And it is hereby enacted, that whenever 
on inspection of any such new map it shall appear 
to the Local Revenue Authorities that land haa 
been added to any Estate paying revenue directly 
to Government, they shall without delav assess 
the same with a revenue payable to Government 
according to the rules in force for sasessing ally- 
vial increments, and shall report their proegsedings 
forthwith to the Sudder Board of Revenye whose 
orders thereupop“shull be final,

VIL And itis hereby enacted, that whenever 
on ivspection of any such new map it shall appear 
to the Local Revenue Authorities that an island 
has been thrown up in a large and navigable 
river liable to be taken possession of hy Govern- 
ment under Clause Third, Section 4, Regulation 
XI. 1825, of the Bengal Code, the said Local 
Revenue Authorities shall take immediate posses- 
sion of the same for Government and shall assess 
and settle the land according to the rules in force in 
that bebalf, reporting their proceedings forthwith 
for the approval of the Sudder Board of Revenue, 
whose orders thereupon in regard to the assess- 
ment shall be final. Provided however that any 
party aggrieved by the act of the Revenue Au- 
thorities in taking possession of any island as afore- 
said shall be at liberty to contest the same by a 
regular suit in the Civil Court.

An Act for repealing Act AXIV. of 18839 so far 
as tt relates to the Emigration of Natwes of India 
tu the Island of Ceylon. e 


I. Whereas by Act XIV. of 1839 it was 
enacted, that every person who should make with 
any Native of India any contract for labor to be 
performed in any British or Foreign Colony 
without the ‘Territories of the East Inaia Com- 
pany, or who should knowingly abet or aid any 
Native of India in emigrating from the said Ter- 
ritories for the purpose of being employed asa 
laborer. should be liable on conviction before a 
Magistrate ot Justice of the Peace, to a fine not 
exceeding 200 Rupees for every Native so con- 
tracted with, aided or abetted, and in default of 
payment of such fine, should be liable to he 
imprisoned for a term not exceeding three months: 


Provided always that nothing in that Act

Srr,—The 5th Section of the Act X. of 1842, ynder which the Municipal Committee of thi, 
Town was constituted, having enacted that “ every such ‘Committee should on the 30th day of April, in 
every year, or oftener if required by the local Government, render to the local Government an account 
of all sums received and expended in the preceding year,” we solicit the favor of your submitting to 
his Honor the Deputy Governor, the following statement of our proceedings, and of their result, 


In this our first Report, it appears desirable to explain for his Honor’s information, the Principle 
we have adopted in fixing the municipal taxation of the Town, and to illustrate it by a comparison 
with the system which it has superseded. hia retrospect will serve to exhibit the position it which 
the inhabitants of Serampore have been placed by the arrangements which Government ¢éimitted 
to us. In addition to the land tax, the liquor, and opium tax, and several other taxes, the Danish 
Authorities, following the custom which formerly prevailed iu all the foreign settlements in Bengal, 
established a tax on all articles of food and clothing and of general use and consumption, as noticed 
in the margin, as well as on all shops. It was usually called the Bazar duty, 


Sen Lire and corresponded with the Sayer imports, which were abolished throug hout the 
Ghee Chunam, British Territories about half a century ago. ‘The returns from this tax amount- 
Jagery. Fireworks. ed to 2,523 Rupees in the year. A fee was also exacted on all marriages except 
ei 1 oe those of Brahmuns and Caists, which produced 133 Rupees a year, and the 
Fish Shops. farm of the sale of Betel, Betelnut, Arrack and Avellah yielded an annual 
Vegetables.  Shroffs. return of 1,345 Rupees. These municipal tmposts which amounted in the aggre. 
On” ites gate to 4,003 Rupees a vear, were abolished in consequence of the transfer of 


the Town, and the inhabitants were relieved to this extent from the burden of 
taxation. Jt was partly from the returns of these taxes that the expense of the watch and ward of the 
Town, which stood the Danish Government in 398 Rupees 13 Annas a month, and the repairs of the 
Roads, fixed at 100 Rupees monthly, were defrayed. ‘This sum of 308 Rupees included the regula 
police force, the expense of which is now borne by Government. 


A short time after the settlement had been transferred tg the British Government, it was ordered 
that a Chowkeedaree tax, corresponding with that which exists in the various Towns in the English 
Territories, should be established in Serampore, and the Joint Magistrate accordingly appointéd native 
assessors of the various divisions of the Town, the result of whose labors was an assessment of 
307 Rupees a month. But it was not long before the inhabitants began to manifest great objections tc 
this mode of taxation, which subjects the poorer clases to a burden disproportioned to that which ig 
imposed on their more wealthy neighbours. ‘The lowest amount of the tax according to the regulation 
13 1 Anna a month; its highest limit, 2 Rupees. The inequality and consequent injustice of this 
system of taxation will be apparent by a simple glance at its effects in the Town. A thatched house 
which had cost the poor man less than 50 Rupees was taxed at 1 anna monthly, while the splendid 
mansion of the wealthy Baboo which had cost a lac of Rupees, contributed no more than 2 Rupees : 
month to the ‘Town. although, if assessed at the same rate which was imposed on the but, it would 
have paid a tax of 125 Rupees a month. ‘The Joint Magistrate felt himself constrained to remit the 
tax to a number of the poorest of the people, and he forwarded to Government a petition signed by ¢ 
very large body of the inhabitants, entreating that the more equitable municipal tax indicated in Act 
X. of 1842, by which property contributed to the expenses of the Town in proportion to its value. 
should be substituted in its stead. 


Government was pleased to comply with the prayer of the inhabitants, and on the 5th of Septem- 
ber last, appointed a Committee under that Act, consisting of two official genglamen, Mr. Jackson the 
Joint Magistrate, and Dr. Abbott the Surgeon, and four private gentlemen; two Natives, Baboc 
Gunga Persaud Gossain and Baboo Prankristna Roy, and two Europeans, Mr. Marshman and Mr 
Montague. But Baboo Gunga Persaud Gossain refused to accept the appoiktment, and Baboo Gow 
Mohun Gossain was subsequently nominated in his stead. . 


tos 

The Committee, on entering upon their labors, found that, according to the statement drawn up 
by the Danish Authorities, on their retirement from the settlement, the Tawn contained 537 brick 
houses, and 2,644 mud houses, in all 3,200; and they resolved in the first instanre to afford relief to the 
poorer inhabitants who had suffered from the Chowkeedaree assessment, by efempting all houses the 
yearly value of which did not exceed 8 Rupees from all contribution. This immunity left 999 houses 
belonging to the more substantial and wealthy inhabitants to furnish the requisite municipal funds 
One member of the Committee was appointed, with the aid of native assistants, to ascertain the value 
of the houses in the Town; and after a very careful examination fixed it at 8,287 Rupees a month 
Two Sub-Committees were at the same time appointed to hear any objections the inhabitants might 
have to offer after they had received a distinct notice of the sum at which their houses were respective: 
ly assessed. From the appeals against the assessment made by the people, as well as from farther 
enquiries, it appeared to the Committee, that the value of the houses, more especially of those belong- 
ing to the superior classes, had been over-estimated, and it was resolved to subject the assesenrentto a 
large and general reduction. From this process, however, the rented hausea of the monthiy walue .of 
1,851 Rupees, and the houses of inferior yalue, rated at 1,515 Rupees were-exempted; as these jatter 
did not admit of any reduction which would not have rendered it unadvisable ¢o callect any: tex 
them. The monthly value of the remainder was reduced from 4,921 Rupees to 2,869 Rupews; 
the entire value of all the hoses in the Town, which were declared to be fit objects of taxation, wae 
eventually fixed at 6285 Rupees. This valuation was caloulated, by a tax of five per cent: to 
310 Rupees a month, only a trifle above the sum which the Chowkeedaree tax was expoctéd to 
duce. The reduction made in-order to remove objections and reconcile the wealthy-andé 







te 
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the tax varied from 30 to 80 per cent. ‘The object which the inhabitants had sought in the establish- 
ment of the municipal tax was thus accomplished. ‘The burden of taxation was removed from poverty, 
and placed on wealth. Of the 2,365 houses which had been assessed for the Chowkeedaree tax, more 
than 2,000 were benefitted by the substitution of the municipal tax; and it was only the proprietors of 
300, or’ about one-eighth, who had any reason to object to the new arrangement; and even in their case 
the assessment was fixed at a rate which could not be deemed unreasonable. ‘hig will he apparent to 
His Honor from the simple mention of the fact, that the most magnificent house in the Town, that of 
the late Rughoo Ram Gossain, erected at an expense of more than a lac of Rupees, was valued at the 
monthly sum of 250 Rupees, and assessed at no higher amount than 12 Rupees 8 annas a month. The 
same principle has guided the Committee as far as possible tn fixing the valuation of the other houses 
in the ‘Town. 

As soon however as the native Amlah was sent round with the bills, the Committee discovered 
that an organized opposition to the payment of the assessment had been formed All! the natives pos- 
sessed of wealth, without a single exception, refused to look at the bills. [he middling and the poorer 
classes replied that they had been advised not to submit to the assessment, and that they would pay 
only when the wealthy inhabitants of the ‘Towa had agreed to the tax. This refusal placed the Com- 
mittee in an unpleasant predicament, as the Joint Magistrate had made over the native watch to them, 
on their organization; and they had thus become responsible for the payment of the Chowkeedars, who 
having received na pay for five months threatened to throw up therr places. The Committee were 
temporarily relieved from this anxiety by one of their members, who advanced the sum of 588 Rupees, 
and they redoubled their efforts to collect the funds, but without success. ‘The Treasurer, as a last re- 
source, addressed a notification to ten of the chief inhabitants of the Town. in which he informed them 
that the tax had been established by order of the Briteh Government, and that unless the amount was 
paid within a specified period, the Committee would be under the necessity of making application to 
the Magistrate under the 6th Section of the Act, who would then be constrained to put in force the 
provisions of Act If of 1839, and realize the amount by the distraint and sale of their property; and 
that if they had any objections to offer to the proceedings of the Committee, they were at liberty to 
appeal to the Government of Bengal, who weie empowered by the Sth Section of the Municipal 
Act to “ dissolve such Committee, and to appomt any person or persons to enquire into, and report 
upon the conduct of such Committee, or of auy members thereof in the execution of their trusts.” 


This last application proved equally fruitless, and the Committee believing it utterly hopeless to 
expect any relaxation of the combination which had been formed agains: the tax, were at length con- 
strained to avatl themselves of the 6th Section of the Act, which provides “that upon the apphcation of 
“guch Committee to any Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, such Magistrate or Justice is required to 
“ exercise the same powers for levying the rate which may be due from any defaulters as are specified 
sin Act IT. of 1839." They accordingly applied for the assistance of the Magistrate. and he, acting in 
conformity with that enactment, issued orders for the distraiut and sale of the property of the defaul- 


ters, by which a sum equal to 203 Kupees was realized.
